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Continuation of i 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims are now allowable for reasons 
already of record. 

It is argued that the Examiner is kindly invited to the remarks... October 6, 2004. This is not persuasive for reasons already of record and 
also because it would have been within the purview of an ordinary artisan not to add a step of removing catalyst between stages B and C, 
since no such step is disclosed. Therefore, the opposite appears to be the case and there is in fact "no reason" for the ordinary artisan to 
add such a step. Applicant points out that the gas passes through the stages in succession. However, this point need not be refuted, since 
the gas will pass through in succession whether or not a catalyst removal step is added between steps B and C. 

It is argued that the Examiner is again kindly invited to... view of Fetzer. This is not persuasive because Applicant appears to admit that 
nitrous oxide treatment is disclosed.
